head of the departm ent of justify 
bureau of investigation. 
Lindenwold, whose a rrest was re­ 
ported to the d e p artm en t by Asso­ 
ciated Press, was described by Mr. 
Burns as the key to the*- solution 
of the mystery and th** “ only m an 
that

knows all about it.” 
Mr. Burns declared that Linden** 
field, himself wa3 not implicated in 
the 
explosion, 
one

tragedies

York, but was so close to the ra d i­ 
cal elem ents who were perpetrators 
of it th at he knew all about 
it. 
The Third Internationals, Mr. B u rn s 
said, was the moving spirit behind 
the plot.

, leaders in the plot which he de- 
I clares w as aimed a t J. P. Morgan, 
I the infernal machine exploding pre­ 
maturely. 
According to Silvester Cofgrovo* 
and 
Paul Altendorf, who arrested 
Lindenfield, the suspect has nam ed 
five participants in the plot, now 
in 
Europe, 
who 
received 
$30,000 
from the Moscow Third Internation­ 
ale through New York com m unists 
Lindenfield 
has declared 
his will­ 
ingness to retu rn to New York as 
soon as possible and 
turn 
s ta te ’s 
evidence. Polish authorities say he 
wras expelled in 1906 as a R ussian 
secret 
service 
agent 
and 
fled 
to 
America at th at time, retu rn in g , to 
Europe last spring. 
Altendorf came to Europe in F e b ­ 
ruary last, while Lindenfield came 
over in March. D uring the su m m er 
Altendorf, 
living 
in 
various 
com­ 
m unist centers, 
obtained 
a clue 
which caused him to seek Linden- 
field’s acquaintance. 
As 
a result, 
eof grove 
arrived 
in 
W a rsa w 
two 
m onths ago. posing as having con­ 
nections with comm unist groups in 
A m erica and was introduced to Lin­ 
denfield as Altendorf. After estab­ 
lishing 
his acquaintance, Cofgrove 
submitted to Lindenfield a scheme 
whereby, by giving information re­ 
garding tin* Wall Street explosion, 
he could receive a large share of 
the rew ard offered 
for the a rre s t 
of the plotters, without risking him ­ 
self. 
Through these operations by the 
American 
secret 
service man. 
Po­ 
lish 
operatives 
shadowed 
Linden­ 
field, and the Polish claim, while 
Lindenfield was perm itted to play 
into Cofgrove’s hands, he w*as at 
the same time double crossing the 
American. 


Deported From Mexico. 
In August, 1919, a man giving 
his 
name as Dr. 
Paul 
Altendorf, 
claiming to be an American citizen, 
was deported 
from 
Mexico as an 
“ undesirable foreigner.” In a long
